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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 and 8-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is that prior art does not teach a thermal processing unit 
having a cooling gas introducing unit consisting of a plurality of cooling gas 
introducing pipes arranged at intervals in a circumferential direction (in re claim 
5, and the pipes having different lengths in the height direction) within the 
circular space of the processing container wherein each of the plurality of pipes 
includes tangentially directed blow holes for providing uniform cooling.
